Cheshire finds the Government’s 
guidelines for rate standstill 
‘impossible 5 but holds rise to 5p

Cheshire County Council, 
budgeting fen- next year's 
expenditure, has found it 
“ impossible “ to keep to the 
Government’s guidelines for a 
stands tiH. 

After costing die services, 
the council’s finance sub¬ 
committee is to rec om mend, on 

February 10 that die county 
rate for 1376-77 should be 
increased by Sp, from 58p to 
63pj an increase over 1975-76 
of 8.6 per cent. 

Cheshire’s dilemma is shared 
by other authorities as they 
attempt to produce “ no 
growth" budgets that allow 
increases only for inflation. 

The Association of County 
Councils pointed our yesterday 
dm the distribution of the 
Government’s rate-support 
grant, giving more to London, 
meant that non-metropolitan 
counties would bear higher rate 
increases: 

London will get an extra 
£100m out of the total grant, 
but Surrey, for instance, must 
.find extra cuts of £3.5m in 
order to keep the rate-precept 
increase down to 20 per cent. 


Hampshire is to protest to the 
Government, claiming that 
with urban areas it merits 
special consideration- 

Mr Caiieton Hetheriugton, 
Secretary of the association, 
said that although the counties 
had benefited from last vearis 
distribution, they had suffered 
the year before that. “ For 
1976-77, rates in the non-metro¬ 
politan areas will be propor¬ 
tionately higher than in the 
metropolitan area.” 

In general, there would be 
lower increases, or even reduc¬ 
tions, for district authorities 
because some of their services 
were subject to cuts. But 
comities where, for example, 
there was an increase in the 
number of schoolchildren would 
show some growth in real 
terms, and that would mean 
higher rate increases. 

That is so in Cheshire. The 
county’s recommended budget 
is £180X0, an increase of 13.4- 
per cent on 1975-76. Of this, 
2.6 per cent represents 
increased expenditure in real 
terms; inflation accounts for 
10.8 per cent. Of the total 
£L5m is--included to cover un¬ 
foreseen and unavoidable 
expenditure, and in case .the 
Government’s counter-inflation 
policy fails. 

The county, through its 
policy and resources committee, 
decided that a complete stand¬ 
still was impossible because of 


the continued growth of popu¬ 
lation (6,100 more in 1975) 
when there was a national de¬ 
cline in population; the growth 
in the number of children of 
secondary school age; the 
revenue demands of the capital 
programme committed in pre¬ 
vious years, inducing the seed 
to staff and run schools and 
old people’s homes, and for 
other premises under construc¬ 
tion; and the polity of avoid¬ 
ing compulsory redundancy “ in 


any other factors which may 
make it an undesirable policy 
to pursue”. 

To keep down the increase 
to S.6 per cent it is recom¬ 
mended that £3.1m should be 
taken from existing balances. 

"The low rate of increase is, 
however, largely the result of 
the severity or budget cuts ”, 
Mr Norman Ribbeck, chairman 
of the finance committee, said. 
“ In all services it is possible 
to identify areas where stand¬ 
ards will 'be lower as a result 
of reduced -expenditure”. 

Among other recommended 
rates for 1976-77, Kent County 
Council has set 52p, an in¬ 
crease of nearly 6p. The Lon¬ 
don borough of Sutton esti¬ 
mates no increase, while St 
Albans District Council predicts 
at least no increase, and pos¬ 
sibly a rate reduction.

‘Loyalists’ hold hard line on power-sharing

The final round in the at¬ 
tempt by the Ulster Convention 
to overcome violence in the 
province will begin at Stormont 
todsy amid widespread pessi¬ 
mism about agreement on the 
central issue of power-sharing. 

It has beeu agreed in advance 
that much of the extra month 
granted to the 78 Convention 
members will be taken up with 
private talks between the differ¬ 
ent parties- They will start this 
afternoon with meetings be¬ 
tween the mainly Roman Catho¬ 
lic Social Democratic and 
Labour Party and two of the 
moderate groups. Alliance and 
the Unionist Party of Northern 
Ireland. 

Hopes of a settlement received 
a further setback yesterday 
with a public attack on members 
of the SDLP by Mr Harry 
West, leader of the “ loyalist ” 
coalition, and a statement 
opposing any form of power- 
sharing from one of its three 
coastftuwKS, the United Ulster 
Unionist Movement. 

Addressing a crowded loyalist 


rally in Lisburn last night, Mr 
West dismissed any notion _ of 
members of the SDLP being 
granted places in a Northern 
Ireland Cabinet. 

“At their annual conference 
they made it absolutely clear 
that they stood by the policy ot 
ultimately amalgamating North¬ 
ern Ireland with the Irish 
Republic ”, he maintained. “ We 
understand that some of their 
leading members have even 
gone so far ahead personalis’ 
preparing for that day that they 
have acquired republican citi¬ 
zenship, republican allegiance 
and republican passports." 

Mr Ernest Baird, deputy 
leader of rhe loyalist coalition, 
said earlier: “The renewal cf 
inter-party talks demonstrates 
that we are prepared to explore 
all avenues that might lead to 
the restoration of democratic 
majority rule in the province. 
But we will not be led up the 
garden path towards a return 
to the republican-Unionist 
power-sharing Executive.” 

Under the chairmanship of 
Sir Robert Lowry, Lord Chief 
Justice of Northern Ireland, the 
inter-paty talks will attempt to 


find a last-minute compromise. 
In order to alky fears among 
loyalists about their attitude 
towards law* and order, ft is 
understood, the SDLP will issue 
a statement setting out its posi¬ 
tion in full tomorrow. 

Yesterday there was angry 
political reaction following 
weekend speeches by two lead¬ 
ing members of Provisional Sion 
Fein threatening renewed 
violence if Frank Stagg, the 
Provisional IRA hunger-striker, 
dies in Wakefield prison. 

It was disclosed last night 
that transcripts of speeches 
made at a Londonderry rally by 
Mrs Maire Drumm and Mr 
Kevin Agnew were being 
studied by Special Branch 
detectives from the Royal Ulster 
Contabulary.

A diagnosis of diminishing joy

Innsbruck, Feb 2 

There are few figure skaters 
who are entitled to wear a stetha- 
scope round their necks. One who 
Is using the Instrument charmingly 
and efficiently here In the Olympic 
village is Dr Tenlcy Albright, one 
of the United States team doctors. 
If the name seems familiar, it is 
not surprising. In the Cortina 
Winter Games of 1956 Miss Al¬ 
bright, then 20 years old. won the 
gold medal for women’s figure 
.skating. 

Four years earlier in Oslo, she 
sprang from obscurity to finish 
second to Britain’s Jeannette Alt- 
wegg, beating the United Slates 
c h am pion and the French girl 
who won that season’s world title. 
A* the first woman to perform 
a double axel jump in an Olympic 
championship, the Boston school¬ 
girl made a name far herself in 
skating’s history books. 

The distinguished young sur¬ 
geon of today looks little different 
from the mil, fair-haired, friendly 
youngster of the past. It was 
characteristic of her warm interest 
in people that, on bring inter¬ 
viewed for The Times, she seized 
the initiative and said : “ The first 
question I want to ask you is, 
how is Jeannette Altwegg ? ” 

She was assured that the former 
British Olympic champion is alive 
and well and living with her family 
of sons in Switzerland. Dr Al¬ 
bright then took a few minutes 
off from her task of giving medi¬ 
cal checks to American athletes 
and reminisced happily about her 
own career. 

Both medicine and sport have 
always played a large pan in her 
life. Her father. Dr Hollis Al¬ 
bright, is a surgeon and so is her 
brother, Nile. The three of them 
are in partnership in Boston now. 
In his younger days, Mile was a 
speed skating champion and her 
husband, Tudor Gardiner, was a 
wrestler of note. 

This double background gives 
her a rare understanding of 
skaters' problems. If one of her 
team is Injured, she can not onlv 
prescribe in medical terms, she 
can also discuss from first hand 


knowledge the Implications for 


Unlike many skaters, she has 
always seemed keenly aware that 
there is much more to life than 
her sport. ” My Austrian coach, 
Willy Frick, taught me as much 
about philosophy as about tech¬ 
nique , she says. This broughr 
with k a recognition of the need 
sometimes to accept defeat, al¬ 
though this is never easy for the 
skater who believes wholeheart¬ 
edly in the worth of his or her 
art. 

" I frit- empathy with Christine 
Errath when she lost her Euro¬ 
pean title last month.” It was an 
experience winch Dr Albright her¬ 
self had twice suffered—in the 
world championships of 1954 and 
1956 she began the event as title- 
holder and finished second. Long 
afterwards, perhaps during a 
medical class, the recollection 
would come back to her and in¬ 
duce a feeling of depression. 

You have to tell yourself it’s 
only a sport. But it’s hard. So I 
don’t think we should be too criti¬ 
cal of those who show dis¬ 
appointment because their skating 
means so much to them.” In 
Miss Errata's case, the sadness 
was hidden behind a brave smile, 
for the impish Easr German is a 
fine sportswoman. But the hurt 
cuts deep. 

Speaking of the differences in 
skating between 1956 and now. 
Dr Albright said that she thought 
much of tbe joy had gone out 
of skating. She did not attribute 
this to concentration on more 
difficult multi-rotation jumps but 
felt it was perhaps partly due to 
the increased pressures on skaters 
to do well in order to justify the 
government aid or other fin ancial 
help they received. 

“ One of the advantages of 
amateurism was that there was 
room for joyousness In skating.” 
On a technical point, she felt that 
solo skaters could learn from ice 
dancers is matters of edge run¬ 
ning. *’ We are not making the 
most of our sport ”, she said, and 
demonstrated, in the American 
team's medical centre, some move- 
menu which she wished tiie indi¬ 
vidual free skater would adopt. 

She delights In the skating of 


tiie British men’s champion, John 
Curry, the mention of whose name 
brings a sudden brightness to her 
eyes. She supported the views he 
expressed at nis press conference 
here on Sunday about tbe desiia 
baity of a new kind of art form 
on Ice, on a concert stage Instead 
of in a vast arena. She offered 
the thought that a skater miming 
the conductor of an orchestra 
could introduce a new marriage 
-between music and skating. 

Music is one of her delights 
in life and her free skating was 
always a reinterpretation of music 
la terms of movement on ice. At 
the time of her Olympic triumph, 
a magazine article said that If 
her great rival, the dynamic Carol 
Heiss, was the Verdi of skating 
Tenley Albright’s artistry and 
subtlety made her its Mozart. 
Many Olympic skaters recoup some 
of their outlay on traiaing by 
going Into a professional ice show 
afterwards. 

One such, who is here In Inns¬ 
bruck, was the elegant, soft- 
voiced Viennese Ingrid WemH, who 
took the bronze medal In 1956 
and thus shared the victors’ 
stand with Dr Albright and Miss 
Heiss. “ I had 11 years in shows 
and loved them,” she said, 
much pre f err e d them to competi¬ 
tions. I had more scope, more 
freedom to skate how I wanted 
without thinking of judges.” 

Dr Albright, on the other hand. 
Is still an amateur and of such 
good standing that the august 
International Olympic Committee 
invited her to become one of its 
first women members. (She had 
to decline for family reasons— 
she has three small daughters.) 
Her decision not to turn profes¬ 
sional was taken mainly because 
of her plans for a more durable 
career in medicine, but also to 
leave her the option of competing 
again if she ever wanted to. 

That did not happen, but she 
is still technically eligible to go 
out on the Innsbruck ice as a 
competitor. She might not win 
any medals, but sbe would cer¬ 
tainly teach today’s skaters some¬ 
thing about artistry, musical ity 
and the joy of taking part in the 
world's greatest winter sports 
festival.

Skulduggery occurs on the toboggan run

Training for the men's downhill 
on the Patscherkofcl at Igls was 
stepped up today with two runs 
against the clock. Kenneth Read, 
of Canada, emerged as a leading 
contender, with the fastest time 
on the second run and the bent 
combined tine for both runs. 

But It was another Canadian, 
David Irwin, who was the prin¬ 
cipal centre of Interest, or rather 
concern, because there arc many 
people here who think he ought 
not to be skiing at all. He 
suffered a serious accident at 
Wengen last month that has left 
him with headaches from time to 
time, when running for Inscmce. 
but not when siding. 

He had a spectacular fall Jn 
yesterday’s training that, at least, 
left him in one piece. Today be 
had two explosive runs and 
reached the finishing area safely 
on both occasions. But there is 
widespread concern for his well- 
being every time he leaves the 
starting gate. 

One of his compatriots claims 
fiat “he is going for marbles ", 
meaning apparently that, as this 
will be his only chance to win an 
Olympic gold medal (he has 
already won a World Cap race 
this year), be is throwing, all 
caution to the wind. One will 
fed like a ghoul when Ms num¬ 
ber is called during the race 
proper on Thursday, though an 

riectro-encepholgraphic examina¬ 


tion has pronounced him fit to 
run if he insists. 

The fastest time in die first 
run was produced by the local 
favourite, Franz Klammer, whose 
principal handicap on Thursday 
may be an attack of nerves 
brought on by parr kmc expecta¬ 
tion. There was an ominous omis¬ 
sion from the list of times far the 

second run, that of Konrad Bar- 

reiski, the leading British skier. 

He failed to reach the finish, 
but seemed none the worse for 
his fall. The other member of 
the British team achieved two 
complete runs, but with times that 
hardly distinguished them from 
die also-rans, even allowing for 
the fact that training times serve 
only ss a guide and not as a 
basis for firm forecast. 

Meanwhile, there has been 
some skulduggery on the toboggan 
run near by. First, the East 
Germans protested against the 
generous training time given to 
die Austrians, only just beating 
Canada to the punch and, putting 
their marks where their mouth Is, 
lodged 8.000 schillings (about 
£210) to support their cose. It 
was upheld by the International 
Luge Federation. 

Next, the Swiss judge, Walter 
Graf, discovered that the Aus¬ 
trians had included an illegal 
intermediary timing device in tbe 
run and promptly ripped ft out. 
His derision, too, was upheld, bur 
he has returned to his nati ve 
Zurich In disgust. 

Finally, and here is the cloak 
and dagger touch, an anonymous 


letter has been sent to Bert 
Isa Kitsch, the president of the 
F1L and himself an Austrian, with 
copies to seven other countries, 
claiming that the East German 
toboggans were fined with 
machines which heated the run¬ 
ners to 80* Centigrade. 

There were photographs to 
show where the instrument would 
be found. The letter was delivered 
to Mr lsattitsch's hotel in the uni¬ 
form of COJO. the Innsbruck 
Olympic Organizing Committee, 
and therefore, presumably by an 
Austrian. The East Germans have 
asked COJO to ferret out the phan¬ 
tom messenger and have made two 
proposals that have been accepted 
by the FIL. 

First. a toboggan from each 
country win be drawn by lot and 
inspected during each practice 
run. During the championships 
themselves, the first four tobog¬ 
gans, together with four others 
drawn by lot, will be similarly 
tested. If. as it would appear, 
the East Germans have nothing 
to fear from the inspection, who 
then was the mischief-maker add 
what was his motive ? 

AH the signs point to an 
Austrian, anxious to exact a 
measure of revenge, but wc shall 
probably never know. The letter 
was written in poor English with 
occasional words In German left 
untranslated. There Is. though, 
a black mark in Olympic history 
against the East Germans. Some 
or their competitors were disquali¬ 
fied during the 10th games at 
Grenoble and the rest of their 
team withdrew In protest.

A year ago John Dunlop took 
leave of Arundel in February for 
Cagnes-sur-Mer in the sooth of 
France, and came back at the end 
of the month with seven victories 
worth £16,000. financially It was 

an Investment that laid a hand¬ 
some dividend, and there was a 
by-product in that several of his 
horses on their return to AnmdeJ 
won races in the first month of 
the British flat-racing season. They 
bad the advantage of superior 
fitness, and it is that which counts 
In tfae first few weeks of the flat. 
And the sum of £15,000 Is cot 
Chicken feed. For a great many 
of the smaller stables in England 
it would represent at least a satis¬ 
factory season. 

John Dunlop was the spearhead 
of the English attack at Cagnes- 
Sur-Mer, bat Ryan Price, Vcrley 
Bevdcke, Douglas Marks and Sam 
Hall were also on the trail and 
they came out on the right side. 
Ho Oat race at Cstgnes-sur-Mer is 
worth less than £ 1 , 000 , sdllog 
races included, and raised in the 
programmes of tfae month's racing 
there are steeplechases, hurdles 
races and trotting races. They run 
in value from £1,000 up to £5,000. 
Dunlop's C’est Vrai, then four 
years of age, won two 10 -furlong 
races within a fortnight; and each 
was worth just a pound or two 
short Of £2,000.

it up. The idea is good, bat for 
many reasons it does not work 
oat. Trainer A may wish to run 
a horse in one particular race 
and bring him back immediately, 
trainer ET plans to leave a couple 
of bis horses there for a week 
or so, and trainer C takes a long¬ 
term view and keeps his horses 
in France For the whole month at 
Cagnes-Sur-Mer. 

From Mltidlebain to tfae south 
of France it is a three-day jour¬ 
ney by horsebox. Calais one night, 
Paris v a little south of it an¬ 
other night, and then with tfae 
long haul to Cagnes-Snr-Mer a 
third night for the horsebox. To 
get acclimatized to conditions in 
fixe south of France horses should 
arrive at least 10 days before they 
take port in a race. This an costs 
money. Two lads, in charge of 
four horses set their trainers back 
for a week's lodging and meals 
from £75 to £80 a week. And since 
the month meeting at Cagnes-Snr- 
ftler in February is favoured by 
rich Parisians for relaxation and 
a short break, prices are sky high. 
1 would imagine that in 1975 Jobjl 
Dunlop’s balance sheet would 
make good reading, but in Sam 
Ball’s words : Yon have got to 
win a race or he placed a couple 
of times to finance the long jour¬ 
ney down there.’'

Bookmakers 
say they 
are taxed too 
heavily 

As Britain’s 22,000 fretting shops 
face a cash flow crisis bemuse 
of the cancellation of horse raring, 
bookmakers are seeking oraetix 
talks with the Treasury. They 
claim that they are paying more 
betting u»v ' than they should 
because of a “tax on tax" 
anomaly to the 1966 Finance Ait. 

I -Eric Barber, vice-chairman of 
tfae National Association of Book¬ 
makers and a member of the 
Horserace Betting Levy Board. 

I said yesterday : “ Bookmakers and 
punters are, in feet, being hit by 
a grossly unfair anomaly In the 
system of collecting betting tax. 
Unless tills is recognized by fee 
Chancellor and Customs and 
Excise it could mean tfae demise 
of hundreds, maybe thousands, of 
bookmakers.” . . 

The anomaly in tfae 1966 Finance 
Act, when betting tax was intro¬ 
duced at only 2i per cent, is tfae 
fact that tax is charged on turn¬ 
over. At the time, rays Barber, 
bookmakers accepted. tins. “ The 
tax on tax amounted to a fraction 
of an old penny ", lie said, “ and 
was not worth worrying or bother¬ 
ing about. But now. with the 
betting tax at 7i per cent, plus an 
additional 1 per cent collection 
for the levy which goes."to .fee 
racing industry, the tax on fate.

Bryant v Bryant 

Before Lord Justice Stephenson. 

Lord Justice Browne and Lord 
Justice Shaw 

[Judgments delivered January 30] 

The Court of Appeal upheld an 
order riirectin;: a former husband 
to transfer to his former wife 
hi? haif interest in the matri- 
moniaJ home, which the judge had 
made because in his opinion the 
husband would not pay her and 
the children any regular main¬ 
tenance. 

Their Lordships dismissed an 
appeal by Mr Claude Arrlndell 
Bryant against 3 transfer of 
property order made by Mr 
Justice "Dunn (The Times, Novem¬ 
ber 19731 in favour of his wife. 

Mrs Mignonne Rosetta Bryant, of 
Lordship Lane, East Dulwich. 

Mr Anthony Ewtuok, QC, and 
Mr David Mackenzie Ross for 
the husband *. Mr Roger Gray.

LORD JUSTICE STEPHENSON 
stud that the order was made upon 
the granting of a decree nisi in 
November. 1973, to the wife on 
the ground that the marriage had 
broken down irretrievably, the 
husband having behaved in such 
a way that she could not be ex¬ 
pected to live with him. The 
husband, on the appeal, asked, 
inter alia, that be be allowed to 
retain his half interest in the 
house but that its realization be 
deferred until the youngest child 
was 18 or ceased full-time educa¬ 
tion. 

The parties married in 1939—he 
was then 22 , she 32—and had four 
children, now aged between 18 
and ten. One Mas mentally re¬ 
tarded and in local authority care. 

The others lived in the matri¬ 
monial home with the wife, who 
had their custody. 

His Lordship detailed the 
“ lamentable history ” of the 
marriage. In various proceedings, 
before magistrates and in itie 
High Conn between 1970 and 
November, 1973, rhe husband had 
been bound over for assaulting 
the wife, had been found guilty 
of persistent cruelty and had a 
non-coha bits do a order made 
ugainst him; and had been 
ordered to Fay maintenance to Che 
wife ami the three children. In¬ 
junctions had been granted 
against him on several occasions, 
and lor disobeying them and other 
court orders he had spent three 
terms in prison. The latest 
injunction, granted in April, 1974, 
restrained him from returning to 
the matrimonial home ; from 
approaching within half a mile of 
the house; and from molesting 
his wife and children. 

The matrimonial home was 
bought for £5,300 by tile husband 
in 1W3 with a mortgage of £4,300. 
the balance being raised by a loan 
from his mother "and contributions 
from each spouse. As he had 
ihiled to keep up the mortgage 
repayments the wife had to make 
them herself, and by November, 

1973. they were over £170 in 
arrear. Ec had also been in an-ear 
with maintenance payments. By 
a previous order of court, the 
husband held the house on tract 
for himself and wife in equal 
shares upon the statutory trusts 
for sale. 

Were Mr Justice Dunn’s 
orders taking away the husband’s 
admitted half share in the matri¬ 
monial home and continuing the 
stringent injunction not to 
approach within half a mile of it 
right ? Or rather was either of 
the orders wrong ? In his Lord- 
ship’s judgment neither decision 
was wrong. Neither “ exceeded 
the generous ambit within which 
reasonable disagreement is 
possible 

The order transferring the 
house absolutely to the wife was 
a strong one because ir was the 
husband’s only capital asset. The 
court was reluctant to deprive a 
husband of his only capital asset, 
though the justification for doing 


so might be easier to find when 
it was a financial Interest in a 
matrimonial home which housed 
a wife and young children. 

But that the judge had recog¬ 
nized. He also had In mind all 
the relevant statutory provisions, 
and the possibility," indeed the 
desirability, of providing for the 
wife and children by a less drastic 
order such as was made by the 
Court nf Appeal in MeshCr v 
Mesher f The Times. February 13. 
1973k The judge, as were their 
Lordships, had been invited to 
make a Mesher order. The judge 
declined because be was of 
opinion that the husband was 
never going to pay his wife and 
children any regular maintenance, 
and therefore the only way in 
which be could be made to dis¬ 
charge his obligations to main¬ 
tain them was by stripping him— 
to use Lord Justice Davies’s word 
in Mesher -—of his interest in the 
house. The judge was not 
penalizing the husband but pro¬ 
tecting the wife and children. 

It was argued for the husband 
that, instead of transferring Uis 
interest absolutely, maintenance 
payment should be secured by a 
charge on his half share in the 
house, backed by an order attach¬ 
ing his earnings if be again 
defaulted; chat would be a 
sufficient and powerful sanction 
for his keeping up the payments. 
Ir was further submitted that the 
judge bad overweighted and mis¬ 
represented rhe husband’s atti¬ 
tude tn the court, for which he 
should not.be punished by depriv¬ 
ing him of his interest in the 
house. 

His Lordship conceded that of 
the court orders flouted by the 
husband, only one was a financial 
order, and that a Mesher-type 
order would provide the wife and 
children with accommodation and 
income until the youngest child 
was 18 or finished his education. 

But none of the considerations 
adduced for the husband altered 
the fact that it was he who had 
put himself in prison for three 
periods—a month, six months and 
12 months—where he could not 
earn anything to support bis 
family by deliberately disobeying 
the court’s order; and that the 
wife was financially better off 
and more secure if she got the 
whole interest in the equity of the 
house as the husband could not 
force her to sell it. 

The judge could not be critic¬ 
ized for making the transfer order. 
Their Lordships, however, had 
admitted fresh evidence which Mr 
Ewbank sub mined proved that the 
judge was wrong about the future. 
Counsel said thar the husband had 
falsified the judge’s too pessimis¬ 
tic prognosis by demonstrating 
that he was a reformed character 
who could and would pay for the 
support of his children, if not his 
wife, by making the mortgage 
repayment and in other ways, 
while refraining from molesting 
his wife. 

The cases in which there was 
time or room for such a demon¬ 
stration between judgment and 
appeal were rare; but the time 
taken for the present appeal to 
come on was wholly exceptional. 
The court had therefore given him 
an opportunity of demonstrating 
that be had bad a belated change 
of heart and would carry out his 
financial and other obligations. If | 
he succeeded the court wonld re¬ 
verse the decision. Bnt in his 
Lordship's view he had not. 

Bis Lordship would dismiss the 
appeal, order the wife to make the 
mortgage repayments and remit 
questions of custody (Including 
access) and maintenance to Mr 
Justice Dunn. The order for 
transfer shonld be executed forth¬ 
with and the injunction of April, 
1974. should be continued until 
further order. 

Lord Justice Browne and Lord 
Justice Shaw agreed.

A person charged with falsely 
indicating that die price of goods 
fer sale was below the recom¬ 
mended one, contrary to section 
II(I >1 a) of the Trade Descriptions 
Act, 1W&, cannot avail himself of 
the defence under section 24{l)fa) 
that the offence was due to the 
act or default of another unless 
he can show he has done all that 
can reasonably be expected by 
way of inquiry and investigation 
as to who was responsible for the 
default. 

The defence did not fail merely 
because the defendant vras not 
able to identify the precise person 
responsible, but he must prove 
both that the offence was due to 
the an or default of another and 
that he bad taken all reasonable 
precautions to avoid the commis¬ 
sion of the offencc- 

The prosecutor appealed to the 
Divisional Court against the dis¬ 
missal by Kent justices of informa¬ 
tion charging the defendants. 
Sitting bourne Co-operative Society 
Ltd, with offences contrary to 
section II (l)(al on' the grotuid 
that the justices had erred in 
finding that the defendants had 
established the third party defence 
under section 24(11. 

Section 11 flHa) provides that 
It shall be an offence “ If any 
person offering to supply goods 
of any description gives, by what¬ 
ever means, any false indication 
to the effect that the price at 
which the goods are offered is 
equal to or less than (a) the 
recommended price ’’. 

Section 24(1) provides a de¬ 
fence for the person charged if 
he proves that the commission of 
the offence was “ due to the act 
or default of another person ” 
and that “ he took all reasonable 
precautions and exercised all due 
diligence to avoid the Commission 
of such an offence by himself or 
any person under his control ”.

No inquiry had been made by 
the justices as to how the act or 
default occurred. The justices had 
conrentcd themselves with the 
bare acceptance of the admission 
that the offences were committed 
as a result of a shop assistant 
mispricing file goods. The justices 
could .not be satisfied that the 
defendants had established a 
defence under section 24 unless 
they bad established, on the 
balance of probabilities, that they 
bad done all that could reason¬ 
ably be expected in the way of 
inquiry and investigation as to 
who was responsible for the 
default. The justices ought to 
have asked what steps the defen¬ 
dants had taken, but in fact they 
were left with no evidence as to 
how the offence occurred or who 
was Jn default. 

It was submitted in argument 
that Parliament intended that at 
the hearing before justices some 
positive Identification of those 
alleged ro be In default must 
emerge and that a failure to 
identify which of two possible 
people was responsible caused the 
statutory defence to fall. 

His Lordship considered that if 
the case before the justices was 
thar the defendants, having used 
their best endeavours, could only 
say thar rhe offence was due to 
one of three or four persons but 
it was not possible to soy which, 
the requirements of Section 24 
(11(a) would be satisfied. The 
defence did not fail merely be¬ 
cause the defendants could not 
identify the precise person res¬ 
ponsible but because they had not 
established what steps had been 
token by way of Investigation into 
how the offence occurred or who 
was responsible. He would allow 
the appeal. 

Mr Justice Kilner Brown agreed. 

The LORD CHIEF JUSTICE, 
also agreeing, said that unless care 
was taken the administration of 
the Act might become slipshod. 
The onus on a defendant was not 
so easily satisfied. He must have 
done his best to show how and 
why the offence was commtned. 
The case would be remitted to 
justices For a fresh hearing.

Tn the report of Mr Justice 
Payne's judgment (January 30) it 
is stated that in his Lordship’s 
opinion “ they [applications for a 
decree absolute notwithstanding 
the lapse of one year from the 
date of decree nisi] should be 
beard In open court ”, In this 
passage his Lordship was referring 
only to those applications which 
have to be made to or are re¬ 
ferred to a judge and not to such 
Applications as may be made to 
a registrar.

The reliefs seem to have, 
started from a commission .for 
the ceiling ofa renovated Scot¬ 
tish castle at CJeish. They 
look as if the formal elements 
and . mpdmniwii imagery of 
Paolozzi’s earlier sculp rare bad 
been compressed into a block 
by one of those.machines which-. 
crush old cars into a small 
lump of squashed metal. They 
also resemble newspaper Songs, 
or the blocks from which 
Paolozzi’s prints are made. 
The tight geometric imagery is 
reminiscent' of Aztec art—or 
rather of the Aztec-influenced 
mechanical decoration- to be 
found on many buildings of the - 
1920s and early 1930s. But the 
more unfortunate association is - 
that they resemble the indif¬ 
ferent concrete relief sculpture 
used to decorate the bleak sides 
of tower block fiats.

however, make the work any 
better.. I should hastily add 1 
here that I have not seen the ' 
cesSng itself, but the Marl- .1 
borough is showing studies for 1 
the reliefs and photographs of 1 
thero_ si' situ, and I cannot ; •’ 
imagine that tiie overall <*ffrcr 
can be very different from one’s ; 
impression of die related works 
at the gallery. 

The works seem to me bad 
because they art blandly brutaL

: Tbe Serpentine is showing a 
retrospective of Works, Texts, 
to .'1974 by Tom Phillips. 
Phillips’s method is to trans¬ 
form- ready-made images, or 
texts, like post-cards, or the art 
of the past, or old books. He 
went to Oxford and then 
studied art at' Camberwell in 
the early. Sixties when that 
college,’ resisting the fashion¬ 
able teaching methods of the 
trme> was still giving an 
academic grounding with plenty 


of drawing from the life. Of 
course “ drawing from life ” as 
taught in art schools was not 
drawing from life, but drawing 
from “ life,” a rarefied aca¬ 
demic exercise. 

Phillips’s work is very clever 
and contrived and looks like the 
rehearsal for a performance 
which is never given, or to 
make a more precise analogy— 1 
since Phillips has an interest in 
music as well as books and 
composes—like a musician 
tuning bis instrument. But one 
suspects that the process of 
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jZI Paul Overy 

tuning Bas become so fascina¬ 
ting and important to Phillips 
that he has lost any interest 
in giving a performance. The 
nearest he gets to one is a 
continuing work called A 
Fhmuzment- This is a trans¬ 
formation of a Victorian novel 
A Human Document by W. H- 
Matlock, initially inspired by 
William Burroughs’s cut-up 
technique. 

Phillips dismembers the 
pages of the novel (he has 
acquired 12 copies and has 
treated three and is working 
on the fourth). He obliterates 
most of the text, but leaves 
some of it in shapes like speech 
balloons from a comic to create 
a new meaning, and adds 
images, new words and musical 
scores. The process is performed 
with some wit and is nice to 
look at in small doses. 

The Serpentine exhibition, 
which continues until February 
29, is substantially the same as 
a travelling exhibition which 
has been touring the Continent 
and comes with a book pub¬ 
lished by Hansjorg Meyer in 
Stuttgart which accompanied 
that tour. The book illustrates 
many of Phillips’s works with 
the artist’s explanations and 
notes on their making. These 
are generally more interesting 
than the work they explain. 
Small works, drawings and gra¬ 
phics by Phillips are on show 
at Angela Flowers Gallery. 

Whitechapel is a bleak and 
harsh environment, particularly 
in the middle of an English 
winter. The Flower Show of 
Tower Hamlets in the main gal¬ 
lery of the Whitechapel Gal¬ 
lery is visually cheering and 
the place is warm. Artists, 
school children and others have 
made artificial flowers and 
paintings of flowers which fill 
its white and well-proportioned 
spaces with colour. Liz Harri¬ 
son has made a huge artificial 
poppy in the small back gallery 
into which you can crawl ana 
enjoy the opiate red sensations 
of irs visual warmth. Upstairs 
Andrew Logan has made a 
ceiling-high field of golden 
wheat, with butterflies, mice 
and other small animal^ made 
of bits of mirror. Whitechapel 
children may no longer believe 
that milk comes from a bottle 
rather than a cow, but there 
are probably many of them who 
have never walked through a 
cornfield in .high summer, mid 
this simulates the experience 
(at least as remembered in 
adulthood) quite effectively mid 
imaginatively. An odd mixture 
of Disney, camp, nostalgia and 
remembered lines from Tra¬ 
herne.

Perhaps- enough has been said 
of the awfulness of Carmine 
burana, bur still one reels from 
a performance with spirits 
bludgeoned and numbed. Orffs 
means are, of course, utterly 
rudimentary and his expressive 
effects correspondingly shallow. 
But whar makes the piece so 
deadening is its calculated 
brutishness: the celebration of 
sensuality is driven borne with 
the force of a homogenizing 
machine. One may imagine set¬ 
tings for smaller forces which 
could disclose the subtleties of 
feeling and felicitous artificia¬ 
lities of those medieval lyrics. 
Indeed, one may do more: one 
mav listen to the original music. 

However, such scruples may 
be regarded as irrelevant, 
given the enthusiasm with 
which Sunday’s account of 
Orff’s work was received. No 
one could have faulted the 
boundless vigour with which 
Antal Dorati conducted the 
score, the loud, lusty singing of 
the ‘Brighton Festival Chorus 
and Southend Boys* Choir, nor 
the fearsome braying and bash¬ 
ing of the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra. If the piece is io.be 


performed at all, it must be 
done as it was here, as a gross, 
display of emphatic phyricaJaty. 

Difficulties arose only when 
John Shirley-Quirk came to 
sing “Circa mea pectora”, and 
then solely because Orff’s vocal. 
writing is so wilfully bizarre 
in this anguished expression of 
sexual frustration. As Mr 
Shirley - Quirk strained 
wretchedly beyond the top of 
his voice, sympathies were aS 
with the singer, not the song. 
Elsewhere he brought the skills 
of an intelligent musician w 
music which cannot respond to 
them. Of the other soloists. 
Norma Burrowes sang with 
apparent ease, producing a tone’ 
of clear loveliness, and Louis 
Devos brought apt character to 
his single, weird numbfrr. 

Appearing on the same pro¬ 
gramme with Orff, Berlioz could 
be forgiven his crudity and 
Franck bis .squareness. Le. 
cum aval r amain was done with 
bravura, but .too much as a 
show of self-satisfied virtuosity. 
In the Symphonic Variations of 
Franck, Use von Alpenheim 
tended to cushion the main 
themes too much with velvety 
subsidiary work, and for a time 
both pianist and orchestra got.

Just as if Brahms’s two con¬ 
certos at one sitting were not 
enough bard labour for one 
week, Daniel Barenboim re¬ 
turned to the piano 
weekend to play all five of 
Beethoven’s concertos with the 
NPO tinder Gennadi Rozdest- 
vensky, the first and last on 
Saturday and the middle three 
on Sunday. 

As pianism pure and simple, 
his playing on Sunday was 
immaculate, effortless in flow 
and exceptionally limpid in 
tone. For eacb concerto he 
found a different approach so 
that there was no danger of 
monotony in hearing three 
straight off. Basically, however, 
it was a more hyper¬ 
sensitive, a less doggedly 
Teutonic, Beethoven than we 
often meet. 

Io the so-called No 2 in B 
flat (actually written first) it 
was the music’s eighteenth- 
century associations that Mr 
Barenboim seemed out to em- 
phasize in the first movement, 
done with a Mozartian delicacy 
and grace, and some delightful 
staccato, rather than robust 
brio. The cadenza, like those in

“Lieder without the language 
barrier” was the full title of 
Sunday’s recital by Felicity 
Lott, Anthony Ransome, and 
the pianist Graham Johnson.

the ocher concertos, too, was a. 
real voyage of discovery, with 
arresting new points of empha- 
' sis: it was richly expressive, 
never mere show.

Pornography has been a con¬ 
troversial problem for many 
centuries. The kind of views 
Puritans expressed about the 
ladies of Charles II's court, 
showing their breasts and 
nipples, still appear today in 
pronouncements by campaigners 
against eeven soft porn, like 
Lord Longford and Mrs White- 
house. 

Vet soft porn undoubtedly 
gives pleasure to millions, 
judging by the sales figures of 
certain magazines. It gives 
most pleasure to young aduJts 
who for various reasons have 
not yet tasted the real thing. 
When they have, the real 
becomes so much better than 
the substitute sex that interest 
is lost. The middle-aged may 
be helped by soft porn wbere 
the sexual aspect of marriage 
has lost its thrill, and strict 
monogamy its religious and 
legal importance. It can also 
be consoling to the old as they 
mentally relive their lost acti¬ 
vities. 

We are nominally a Christian 
country, but only a small per¬ 
centage of people believe and 
even fewer now adhere to the 
strict Christian ethic. Yet it is 
the good Christians, despite 
there being so few of them, who 
will insist on trying to speak for 
the enormous non-practising 
majority and create so much 
trouble for everybody. 

People talk about us now 
having “ reached the end of 
the road” in pornography, for¬ 


getting that Victorian social 
prudery succeeded Georgian 
degeneracy, and the present 
permissive phase, if it really 
goes too far, may well produce 
a puritan backlash. Because for 
so long and so foolishly pubic 
hair and the male and female 
sexual organs were generally 
considered obscene if printed 
or published in magazines, mil¬ 
lions are relishing their 
present publication in every 
detail. They will soon grow as 
tired of this as they are of the 
longer permitted detailed 
views of tbe female breast. 
The normal human mind easily 
gets surfeited and stairs to 

reject what is thrown at it too 

often. 

Permissiveness has undoub¬ 
tedly been helpful to many 
marriages and relationships 
where one or tbe other partner 
has been unduly worried by 
some minor sexual deviation or 
desire. Tbe discoveryy of bow 
common these things are may 
relieve tension and bring cou¬ 
ples together sexually. The 
idea that sex should be a plea¬ 
surable occupation is also help¬ 
ful. My mother, who had eight 
children, always felt that inter¬ 
course was something a woman 
had to undergo to prevent her 
husband from going to women 
waiting round the corner to 
oblige. There would be fewer 
prostitutes and broken mar¬ 
riages if activities slightly off 
tbe normal path were more 
widely accepted, provided 
nobody was in any way

The Victorians set public but 
nor private standards of good 
and evil. Among the wealthy, 
anything sexual and perverted 
generally went as long as it 
did not get to the newspapers. 
The female poor could be 
exploited sexually to a tiorrify- 
Ing degree for flagellation and 
defloration—12 was the agreed 
age of consent _ until 18S5, 
when it was raised to IS. 
Flagellation remained a mania 
in England up to the First 
World War and beyond. 

The crux of the present pro¬ 
blem of pornography, sexual 
behaviour, obscenity and the 
law, is the question of harm. 


Where no one is hurt and the 
experience brings pleasure, 
and the law should nuod its 
own business—but it should be 
the law’s business, and Parlia¬ 
ment’s, to consider seriously 
the point at which the reading 
of pornography-and subsequent 
behaviour starts to benefit one 
person at the expense ' of 
another•, who is all too often, 
as was pointed out in a recent 
Times editorial, the woman 
concerned. 

It is nonsense to say that 
reading sadistic pornography 
never Tias any deleterious 
effects on the reader. Mao is

A night at the ballet, or my faux pas de deux 


I say, Fve been to the ballet. 
You may not think that a par¬ 
ticularly extraordinary state¬ 
ment ; after all, many people go 
to the ballet. Some, indeed, go 
more than once, and Mr Clive 
Barnes is reliably believed to 
have gone roughly five times a 
week for the past 30 years, 
though it seems only fair to my 
readers to point out chat be is 
mad. I saw his sister-in-law 
there the night I went; she’s 
the marvellous girl who organ¬ 
ized and orchestrated the entire 
campaign to get the Panovs re¬ 
leased from the Soviet Union. 
Mind you, she goes to the ballet 
almost as often as Clive does, 
so she must be as mad as he is. 
By the same test, so is his wife; 
if you ask me, the entire family 
ought to be dragged gibbering 
from the stalls and locked up. 

From all of which you may 
gather that I am not the world's 
most assiduous balletomane. 
Well, look, £ might as well come 
clean and admit that I go to 
the ballet not more often than 
about once every two years, and 
fully three-quarters of my visits 
are to Swan Lake or The 
Sleeping Beauty . (But not 
Giselle. 1 saw Giselle once, 
and once was enough. It was 
as boring as VHeure Espagnole 
—the most boring opera in all 
music—and very much longer.) 

In fact, X go to the ballet so 
rarely that I can list practically 


all the works I have ever seen. 
Apart from the Tchaikovsky 
classics—just right for ballet- 
goofs like me—I remember 
from thousands of years ago a 
delightful work called The Pied 
Piper, which was set to Aaron 
Copland’s Clarinet Concerto, 
and from years before that one 
of the most famous ballets ever 
(well, it must be famous if I’ve 
heard of it), called The Green 
Table. This was by Kurt Jooss. 
who had his own company, the 
Ballet Jooss. (Wasn’t there also 
an outfit called “Colonel de 
Basil’s Ballets Russes de Monte 
Carlo ” ? I admit the name is 
improbable in the extreme, bur 
in fact that strengthens my 
belief, for I could hardly have 
invented ic.1 Jooss devised the 
work, though I cannot remem¬ 
ber who wore the music, and 
danced in it; it was about peace 
and war, and the title referred 
to the conference table round 
which the quarrelling statesmen 
sat (Experts, I should say. re¬ 
fuse to believe I saw The Green 
Table, because I would have 
been too young. None of these 
people ever realize how pre¬ 
cocious I was.) 

I have also seen two ballets 
by Jerome Robbins. One was 
to L’Apres-midi (Tun fauna, 
and provided one of the most 
ravishing quarters of an hour 
I have ever spent in a theatre; 
it consisted only of two dancers

exercising in a kind of ballet- 
gym, and I recall that the male 
dancer was black and the girl 
white. But 1 have never come 
closer to taking ballet seriously 
in my life; if it can produce 
poems as beautiful and touch¬ 
ing as that, thought X, perhaps 
it is not, as I have otherwise 
always supposed it, just a lot 
of hopping about. 

The other Robbins ballet X 
have seen was more recent: 
Dances at a Gathering, in which 
I saw Nureyev. It was done to 
Chopin, on nothing but a piano, 
and a charmingly insubstantial 
and elegant set of variations it 
was; forgotten before dinner 
was half over, but greatly 
enjoyed while it was hap¬ 
pening. 


There have been less enjoy¬ 
able visits. I fell asleep in 
the xiuddle of Marguerite and 
Armand, and ar the first per¬ 
formance, too,' with Fonteyn 
and Nureyev in It; sleep would 
have been a blessing when X 
went to see Martha Graham, 
but what came instead was a 
fit o£ the giggles that got so 
completely out of control that 
I was asked to leave, as I was 
causing a disturbance, and 
there was no way I could ex¬ 
plain that what had set me off 
was a sudden realization that 
she reminded me of Elsa Max¬ 
well; and X think I remember 
a work danced to the Enigma 
Variations, in which Elgar him¬ 
self entered on a bicycle, but 
1 must have imagined that. 

There was also a memorable 
moment, at what must have 
been the first visit to this 
country of the Bolshoi Ballet. 
I was sitting behind Clive 
Barnes, and suddenly wondered 
a subversive and disgraceful 
wonder, whereupon I leaned 
over -and asked him: '“Are 
Russian male '' ballet-dancers 
queer ?" He was about to 
answer when the . next item 
started; this consisted of a 
hulking great brute some nine 
feet high and broad in propor¬ 
tion, leaping about half a mile 
into tiie air two dozen times in 
succession, without apparent 
effort. When it finished, Clive 


was about to rady to my ques¬ 
tion, but X told httw be need not 
trouble. 

However, all this brings me 
to - my recent visit; which I 
enjoyed so much I may well 
go again before the decade is 
out There-were three works, 
none lasting long enough to be 
tedious, and exceptionally well 
contrasted. First - was Les 
Riches, which I had semi 
before; a slight but decorative 
work to music by that slight but 
decorative composer, Poulenc. 
Next came a very striking 
thing called Rituals, by Ken¬ 
neth Macmillan, to Bartofs 
Sonata for two pianos and per¬ 
cussion, Remote Japanese 
figures wrestled, performed 
a strange rite, gave birth; the 
middle movement was particu¬ 
larly remarkable, because the 
two central figures were pup¬ 
pets; and had to remain entirely 
limp and lifeless throughout, 
while their limbs and bodies 
were manipulated by the offi¬ 
ciating priest-figures. But the 
whole thing wag most exciting. 

Last was PetrovchkOj with 
which I had been familiar for 
many years before I ever saw- 
it, because it is the work dur¬ 
ing which tbe murders take 
place in A Bullet m the Ballet, 
that delightful comic extrava¬ 
ganza by Caryl Brahms and the 
late S. J. Simon. The Ballet 
Stroganoff was a singularly 


happy creation, and the bev . 
dormant of the stolid Engli- 
policeman who finds hi ms elf 
the maddest world he has 
encountered was very fn> 
But since a familiarity with 
plot of the work (it is 
playing Petrouchka i 
is murdered) Is essential if 
reader is to have any cbanc 
understanding how the o 
was done, let alone by wh* 
the author? explained it in 
guage a good deal more i 
Uglble than many a syn 
in many a programme.

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The next steps in Northern Ireland’s dance of death 


Until a few months ago there 
was little similarity between 
the grimy hack streets of Bel¬ 
fast, with their bricked-up 
houses and violent tribal slo¬ 
gans and the prosperous, sunlit 
boulevards of Beirut. But 
nowhere over the past weeks 
have the savage nightly news 
bulletins from Lebanon been 
watched with more apprehen¬ 
sion than in ordinary Ulster 
homes on both sides of the 
religious, divide. _ The fear of 
all-out civil war is now a tang¬ 
ible public emotion in North¬ 
ern Ireland and warnings of a 
Bei rut-style bloodbath have 
become a regular feature 
Later this afternoon 78 of 
them will*—once again—troop 
up_ to the symbolic parliament 
building at Stormont to recom¬ 


mence ’the seemingly impos¬ 
sible task of agreeing on a 
form of devolved government. 
Although many accept that 
this would be the surest way 
of eliminating violence in the 
long run, few on the “ loyalist" 
side have yet shown any incli¬ 
nation to abandon the intransi¬ 
gence which made Westmins¬ 
ter's rejection of their original 
proposals a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. 

Since the convention was 
first recalled last month, there 
has been a marginal improve¬ 
ment in the uncompromising 
political atmosphere: the init¬ 
ial loyalist threats of civil dis¬ 
obedience and general mayhem 
have, for the moment, been 
abandoned 

In spite of the initial wave 


of official euphoria whidi sur¬ 
rounded last autumn’s conver¬ 
sion by Mr William Craig and 
his small band of supporters, 
aH.hope of voluntary coalition 
providing a solution sow 
appears to have been aban¬ 
doned. The British Government 
recognized that it would have 
served &de purpose along the 
lines suggested. The _ canny 
advisers who work with Mr 
Rees are now looking towards 
a long term reatipxnent on the 
loyalist side, rather than tem¬ 
porary moves across _ a 
chamber, which would provide 
a slender and hopelessly 
fragile majority in favour of 
coalition. 

More than a few glasses 
were raised at Stormont Castle 
over recent indications that 


the unlikely partnership of the 
Rev Ian Paisley and Mr Enoch 
Powell now seems determined 
to pursue the locally

By the end of March you should 
be buying your plastic grass, 
your Scandinavian Christinas 
tree holders and your 'garden 
gates in metric measure. That 
is the date by which hardware 
retailers are intended to com¬ 
plete the changeover, and to 
emphasize the urgency Lord 
Orr-Ewing, the chairman of the 
Metrication Board, was chosen 
to ' open the Hardware Trades 
Fair at Olympia yesterday. 

In his, speech Orr-Ewing 
weighed in with substantial 
claims for tbe metric system : 
“ In many fields the change¬ 
over is almost complete. Metri- 
catiou is a country-wide change 
which will eventually bring 
benefit to every one oF us. It 
is simple. It is international. 
The world is increasingly 
metric.*’ 

In private, though, his enthu¬ 
siasm was more carefully mea¬ 
sured. “When the Government 
announced the change it was 
supposed to be substantially 
complete by 1975. Now it de¬ 
pends how fast the Government 
will press on. 1 am worried 
that we may be into another 
election by October, 1977, and 
then the brakes will be on and 
there will be more delays." 

Perhaps, Orr-Ewing specu¬ 
lated. things might have gone 
better had Britain, like Aus¬ 
tralia, metrics ted important 
things like racing and_ cricket 
first, instead of engineering. 
“ It would have familiarized 
people more auickly.” 

On the exhibition floor, feel¬ 
ings against metrication were 
well entrenched. “A spade is 
a spade and it’s 10 inches 
wide”, said one tool salesman. 
" Metrication ? Not today, thank 
you”, said the man who makes 
the shelving from which the 
metric goods will be sold. 
“We’ll go on in three foot and 
four foot runs.” “How can vou 
metrirate a hammer?", asked 
another exhibitor.

The exhibition’s organizer 
said: ** We went metric Five 
years ago, but I measure out 
all the stands on the plan with 
an Inch ruler.

From Mr John Mortimer, QC 
Sir, You say in your leading article 
today (January 30} that I am 
passionate in my “ devotion to the 
defence of pornography^ a]] 
obscenity cases a person, not a book, 
is on trial and any barrister’s duty 
is to be “ passionately devoted" to 
the defence of bis client. Ic would 
be a sad day if a defendant charged 
with an alleged crime could not be 
defended without his counsel being 
accused of devotion to nrarder or 
- robbing; banks. 

So far as my private beliefs are 
concerned, I am, it’s true, m favour 
free speech and writing, whether 
such, writing be exotic or political, 
permissive y or puritanical. And I 
would hope to defend with all pos¬ 
sible devotion the words of Mrs 
Wharehouse, the Festival of-Light 
..or even your leading article were 
any attempt ever made to suppress 
them in a court of law.

Sir, There are errors of fact and 
inference in your emotive leading 
article. (January 30) on the Linda 
Lovelace obscenity trial Yon 
suggest there is a defect of law in 
Obscenity legislation as outlined by 
Lord Denning in 1972. He suggested 
that where the likely readers of an 
obscene article, were already 
depraved or corrupted, they would 
not be further affected by exposure 
to obscene material. But Lord Den¬ 
ning and this argument were over¬ 
ruled. The Law Lords decided that 
even the depraved and corrupted 
could be further damaged. Judge 
Rigg was aware of this and 
explained the Lords’ ruling to the 
Lovelace jurors. 

You. suggest that, defence counsel 
often thrice use of the right to 
challenge jurors to an effort to 
recruit “sympathetic . looking 
jurors, perhaps young men of radi¬ 
cal appearance”. But defence coun¬ 
sel generally despise the tired cliche 
that long hair is synonymous with 
revolutionary tendencies, whether 
of a. political or sexual kind. They 
are more concerned with the juror’s 
occupation, of which they have a 
note. Those who have observed 
obscenity trials at the Old Bailey for 
several years would tell you that the 
majority of jurors are generally in 
the extremity of middle and late 
middle age. If a jury is to be a 
cross-section of the community, and 
ic is vital in such a case, the chances 
of it so being without defence 
challenges are small 

Despite this juries tend to be 
middle aged and therefore by your 
facile definition “ unsympathetic ” 
to pornography. Perhaps this is 
appropriate since the majority of . 


afficionados interested in the kind 
of drivel which is contained inside 
Linda Lovelace are of the age of 
Times leader writers nr even older. 

At the Nasty Tides comic book 
trial, however, the Crown challenged 
several jurors of a sympathetic 
appearance” (long hair and such 
like) though the next day without 
any explanation to open court an 
entirely new jury was empanelled 
and no Crown objections to any 
juror was made. 

Finally it is fascinating to dis¬ 
cover that you believe that where a 
book is written to language which 
a lorry driver -would understand 
ihere is no intrinsic or decisive 
reason for adjudging it obscene. Is 
such a man’s tendency or capacity 
for corruption greater than yours? 
You should remember that the 
present Bishop of Liverpool was the 
only person in the Last Exit to 
Brooklyn obscenity trial to tell the 
jury that he felt himself corrupted 
by the book.

From Dr Mary Macaulay 
Sir, I write to confirm the viewpoint 
of the angry and deeply moving 
leader in The Times of January 30. 

There must be many doctors like 
me who have spent a professional 
lifetime listening to the sexual 
problems of patients, both men and 
women, and trying to help them. 
Amongst them are many tragic 
histories of young wives whose 
marriages are broken before they 
have begun because their husbands 
rare impotent, only receiving sexual 
s timulatio n and pleasure from 
masturbation. The husbands, too, 
are often heartbroken by the dis¬ 
covery of their own inadequacy. 
Stories of sado-masochistic practices 
which destroy what would otherwise 
be a happy relationship are adso all 
too common. 

I am surprised that Dr Richards 
holds the views he does if he has 
had to deal with such cases. 

Mercifully die majority of prob¬ 
lem marriages can be helped to be 
sexuaMy happy and well-adjusted 
eventually, if not at once, but those 
that are destroyed by mastttrbetory 
and sado-masochistic “ initiation ”, 
in my opinion, seldom recover. As 
you say, men and women, especially 
the young are very open to sug¬ 
gestions and corruption. However 
much hberally-niinded people dislike 
censorship; some more effective 
legal control over vicious porno¬ 
graphy is urgently necessary.

From Mr Michael Collins 
Sir, Your article entitled “The 
Pornography of Hatred” following 
the Inside Linda Lovelace acquittal 
raises the crucial question, what 
tends to deprave and corrupt 
persons ? 

Anyone who has read Inside 
Linda Lovelace must be amazed 
that tins uninspiring piece of litera¬ 
ture could have became the centre 
of so much attention as an article 
of pornography. Since its publication 
in 1974 it has been surpassed, in 
so caHed obscene concent, by many 
paperbacks openly on sale at 
news-stands. 

It can be argued that audio, visual 
or written accounts of what con¬ 
senting, adults of either sex do in 
private ’cannot be said to deprave 


or corrupt in the light of present 
day values, and this is probably the 
view reflected in the jury’s verdict 
in the LLJL. case. 

On the other hand, what yon refer 
to as “the pornography of sexual 
cruelty and degradation ” is indeed 
another matter. La fact, it may be 
true ta say that cruelty and degra¬ 
dation of any kind are what 
real]y constitutes obscenity. Surely 
it is this type of material which may 
debase persons, or act as fuel to 
the fire of an already depraved 
mind? It is sad that literature of 
this type as being regarded to the 
same light as books like Inside 
Linda Lovelace and, as a conse¬ 
quence, gaining acquittals under die 
same blanket of pornographic litera¬ 
ture. 

One hopes Th at the public, to the 
form of juries, will by the result of 
future verdicts draw the line 
between sexual stimulation and 
cruelty without the need for future 
law or law enforcement.

Limitations, of 
fishfarming 


From the Chairman of the Highlands 
and Islands Development Board 
Sir, My friend Mr Geoffrey J ell ice e 
has written you a letter op flsn 
fanning which is sound to principle 
but dangerously misleading * in 
detail (January 30). 

Fortified by earlier experience as 
Ambassador to Iceland, I have as 
chairman of this board pushed as 
strongly as possible for a policy of 
compensating for the loss of Icelan¬ 
dic cod by two forms of action. 

First the exploitation of .new 
fisheries, including the blue whiting, 
to the west of the Hebrides; atrd I 
may say that two fishing vessels 
are about to begin final proving 
voyages on behalf of the board,.for 
the beaefit of the British fishing in¬ 
dustry. The possible tonnage yield 
from such a fishery is to 1 be 
measured to six or even to seven 
figures. I 

Second the intensification of fish 
farming. Work on this development 
has been going on for some time 
and the board has applied a very 
significant part of its revenues' to 
this purpose. Mr JeUicoe is .wrong 
in supposing that salmon are only 
grown in captive conditions in 
Norwegian fiords—they are also 
grown, and grown successfully; to 
commercial quantity, to Scottish .sea 
lochs, and have to recent years been 
exported to America. r 

But before we start talking about 
Chwese-scale fish-parks and ^un¬ 
limited fish to till their delicious 
varieties ”, let ns bear in mind pne 
or two simple limiting factors. 
Cows eat grass but fish do not 5 eat 
seaweed—they are predators, £ar- 
nivoures and cannibals, and they*can 
only be nourished on a diet, of 
protein, a most expensive f&od. 
Before starting a fish farm you must 
establish your source of protein! its 
continuous availability, and its cost. 

In other words fish farming is 
not s omethin g-for-nothin g, it is'the 
' upgrading of (relatively) cheap 
protein (caught by fishing vessels I) 
mto expensive protein by sophistica¬ 
ted methods of husbandry and- by 
the use of skilled engineering pro¬ 
cesses. Simple Chinese solutions 
such as Mr JelKcoe envisages '-are 
quite inapplicable in British con¬ 
ditions. The real comparison lies 
with Norway and it is by no means 
certain that it is to our disadvant-

Torture 

From Professor P. A. Brunt 
Sir. Malise Rutbven’s article on 
torture (January 26) contains some 
strange statements on its, early 
history. It is certainly true that in 
Roman law it was originally re¬ 
stricted to slaves; whose evidence 
was inadmissible in the courts, 
unless given under torture. But it 
seems to be a mere fantasy that this 
was ever a species of trial by ordeal 
between the litigating parties, since 
slaves were examined under torture 
when themselves suspected of some 
offence or as witnesses, when free 
persons were accused of crimes. 

, The contention that torture was 
extinquished along with slavery “ to 
the first eight centuries of Christian 
rule” is quite false. The Church 
itself owned slaves, and the Fathers 
justified slavery. It was only gradu¬ 
ally' that it disappeared to north¬ 
west Europe: in the Byzantine 
empire and to the Iberian peninsula 
it persisted, and a Castilian law of 
the thirteenth century still declares 
that the courts can believe slaves 
only if their evidence is given under 
torture. 

Moreover, by the time that 
Christians were, emperors of Rome, 
the old exemption of free persons 


from torture had vanished. Only 
persons of rank were now immune, 
and not even they for grave politi¬ 
cal crimes. In this period the most 
barbarous forms of capital punish¬ 
ment were also to common use, 
designed no doubt as deterrents. 

But miehy in punishment after 
conviction is something quite 
different from the use of torture to 
the course of investigation. This was 
a method employed in the examin¬ 
ation of suspects and even of other 
potential witnesses and not only to 
cases of Z&se majestd; it cannot 
therefore be true that it was intro¬ 
duced to such cases “to purge con¬ 
tempt" of authority, as the article 
suggested, since the victims were 
not yet proved, and perhaps not 
always suspected, of being guilty of 
such contempt. Despite its admitted 
inhumanity, and despite the doubts 
often suggested of the reliability of 
evidence obtained to this way, it 
was regarded as often the best 
method of eliciting the truth. The 
practices of the Inquisition are con¬ 
nected by a continuous chain with 
those of the Roman law-books.

Moon temple mystery 

From Mr M. G. Hopei 
Sir, Professor Lyle B&rst is wise to 
assume that his views (as reported 
by you on January 31) will be 
greeted with scorn and dis-bellef by 
the archaeological establishment in 
this country. Its members are hide¬ 
bound and bigoted as my own ex¬ 
periences have demonstrated. 

Some years ago my researches led 
tie to conclude that prehistoric man 
in this country was technologically 
much more advanced than he is 
given credit for. Specifically I con¬ 
cluded that he was able to b.uiid and 
operate flying machines and tKe 
explained all manner of evidence 
from the period. 

Thus Stonehenge can be seen to 
be what we would call an air traffic 
control centre; its orientation on 
sun and stairs being explained by 
the fact that they would have used 
those for navigation. The strange 

structures ” of parallel lines seen 
so often in air photographs (and 
cabled a “Ctarsns ”) were, of course, 
■jjpaways. The list of prehistoric 
finds which can be explained in 
terns of primitive aviation is long 
and impressive, yet my carefully 
argued paper on the subject has met 
with total rejection. 

The main objection to my theories 
is tiiat as yet no single piece of 
evidence has been unearthed which 
could in any way be -taken for a 
Portion of a flying machine Yet 
thus is no real objection. After all, 
many quite rational people believe 
m toe Loch Ness Monster and no 
ye* produced anything that 
could be a part -of one. Perhaps 
biologists are more adventurous' 
than archaeologists.

At the .same' time he kept 
the Communists in the. union 
under restraint. . Mr - Arthur 
Horner,-the dever, gentle-Com- 
nnmist general- secretary, was 
never allowed to give any cause 
for complaint that he vras mix¬ 
ing his politics with his union, 
job without immediate rebuke. 

In his youth LaarthaF became, 
known up and down the country 
as a firebrand, ‘ hot riremn- 
stances were very difierehc 
then. Jn the coarse/ of his 'life 
the miner- from being one of 
the worst paid and neglected of 
workers became -recognized as 
one of the foundations -of the 
country’s economy; and it was

Compensation Act 
hi-.regard to.light .work. In-a 
period , when ^saffection .be¬ 
came rife in Ids party,. he was 
one'of the first to expose the 
fascist tendencies in Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s* * New Party ”, and his 
work m the Labour Movement 
went far too deep for him to 
do anything . but. oppose Mr 
Ramsey Macdonald when he 
formed . the compromise 
National Government. 

In Labour's disastrous elec¬ 
tion in 1931‘he failed to keep 
his seat and suddenly found 
himself out of- a Job .at a time 
when unemployment was high, 
and .for 18 months he lived on 
Public Assistance, supplemented 
by the proceeds from a few 
hours' teaching and an occa¬ 
sional article in' the press. His 
luck, however, changed and he 
was taken on as Checkwdgh- 
man at Wheatley Hill Colliery. 
At the end of 1933 he was 
elected Treasurer of the Dur¬ 
ham 'Miners* Association and 
not long afterwards Vice- 
President of the Minewoxkers 5 
Federation of Great Britain 
and a member of the general 
council of the TUC. 

He had never, ceased to wage 
w^r . against the appalling con £- 
tiohs under which the miners 
both' lived and-worked, and as 
he ‘ rose in ’ the trade ' union 
hierarchy, so for from relaxing.

Science report 

Vulcanology : Reconstructing eruptions 


Scientists is the lunar and 
planetary unit at Lancaster Uni¬ 
versity are putting together a 
picture of what happened during 
the largest known volcanic erup¬ 
tion on Earth since-the last ice 
age. 

The tudti part of the depart¬ 
ment of environmental sci en ces, 
has reached an advance d stay is 
the first systematic reconstruction 
of the different stages .and effects 
of the volcanic erapuon on toe 
inland of Santorini about 1470 BC. 
which devastated c o mm u ni ties in 
large areas of the Aegean and 
eastern Mediterranean. The re¬ 
search. it is thought, may lead to 
a deeper understanding of how 
volcanoes work and eventually to 
11 tapping '■ tfte-m as sources of 
energy. 

The. unit's Endings, support the 
theory that the volcanic explosion 
at Sa n t orini helped to end the 


Minoan civilization which untO 
that time bad been flourishing in 
the Aegean. 

Dr Stephen Sparks, research 
fellow in the unit, has been 
reassembling the chain of events 
caused by the volcano during a 
visit to the Island with a team 
of scientists from Rhode t^and 
University. 

Dr Sparks estimates that the 
amount of ash carried » the 
island of Crete, the centre of rise 
Minoan civilization, 80 utile* south 
of Santorini, would have Men 
sufficient to damage crop* and 
dislocate agriculture. Bat the 
main damage to. the cities, he 
thinks, was probably cawed by 
tidal waves ra shine In to fill the 
craters gouged out on Santorini 
by the main explosions. The 
volume of rock misting from the 
craters exceeded. 60 cubic km, 23 
timGS riifr amount of- ma t e ria? 
ejected from Vesuvius In AD 79. 

Dr Sparks has. concentrated. hfa 
research on the nature and effec t 


of the volcanic explosion on the 
island, which is nine miles long. 

After measuring samples of frag¬ 
mented lava he has calculated 
where the vent of the volcano was 
situated, the speed at wWdj 
materials and gases were ejected, 
and the length of each stage of 
volcanic activity. 

Be believes that -in the 
erupti on, gas and fr» gwt *n f * it java 
were shot into the atmosphere at 
speeds of. more-than L 200 mpb, 
Aa die mixture shot upwards cold- 
air was dragged In and heated 
rapidly to form a huge eolenm 
which carried die particles to 
heights of 25 miles or more. 

The second stage of tbe erup¬ 
tion, which Dr Sparks estimates 
lasted less titan a week, was the 
-most lethal. Large amounts of 
pulverized volcanic rock were 
ejected up to two miiw; into the 
Sty before dropping on die faTanrf 
in'the form or avalanches, which 
ev entually covered 'Santorini to fl 
depth or .50 yards. The third. 


stage caused tidal waves and 
widespread flooding. 

Dr Sparks considers that the

A new threat to the cohesion 
of the European joint float was 
posed yesterday by a sharp and 
rapid rise in the west German 
mark. 

This comes after several days 
of unsettled trading on interna¬ 
tional currency markets, caused 
by widespread rumours of a re-, 
alignment of exchange rate 
parities within toe jointly float¬ 
ing block of European curren¬ 
cies known as toe "snake”. 

The situation took a new turn 
yesterday as toe German mark 
encountered strong demand, 
largely from toe Middle East. 
As a result both sterling and 
toe dollar lost ground. 

Most of toe weaker Con¬ 
tinental participants iu toe 
“ snake 99 were earned upwards 
on the coat tails of the mark, 
and to a lesser degree, toe 
Dutch guilder. But this move¬ 
ment tod not occur without 
some strain being exerted on 
toe "snake” itself. 

However, European officials 
responsible for regulating the 
“snake” currencies, were said 
to be' unalarmed at these devel¬ 
opments, pointing out that the 
mark was still not yet the 
strongest participant within the 
floating block. 

None toe less toe movement 
of funds into marks was very 
pronounced, and it was clear 
that if it continued for several 
days there would be a serious 
risk of the “snake” currencies 
breaking into two separate 
groups. 

The French and Belgian 
francs, and Danish.crown have 
been under strong downward 
pressure in recent days and 
have' had to‘receive a goiod deal 
of- official support by European 
central banks. 

It appeared that such help 
was kept to a minimum yester¬ 
day, but tins was partly because

Toymakers discern better

Britain's toy trade which had 
been fearing a tough year of 
squeezed margins, late ordering 
and trading-down among cus¬ 
tomers, is beginning to discern 
slightly improved prospects.

Despite significant advances 
in harnessing solar and geo¬ 
thermal energy, Italy faces 
substantial problems in imple¬ 
menting her national energy 
plan, whatever the outcome of 
the present political crisis. A 
programme to build 20 nuclear 
Stations by 1985 has been 
criticized as unrealistic by 
| industry and is meeting strong 
, opposition on environmental 
| grounds. 

Approved in principle only 
last December, the national 
1 plan is an attempt to reduce 
Italy’s heavy dependence qn 
imported oil The immediate 
aim is to increase gener ating 
capacity by 20,000 megawatts 
up to 1985. 

Industry sources in Rome, 
Milan and Turin are Criticizing 
the assumptions of potential 
growth in electricity demand 
which formed the basis of the 
plan. This expected growth had 
been over-esnnared in their 
opinion. 

Industry and government 
officials also stressed the prob¬ 
lems ahead in financing die 
nuclear programme. Foot 1,000 
MW light water reactors (LWR) 
units of American design have 
been ordered already from 
Italian industry, two of which 
are Westinghouse pressurized 


water reactor (FWR) designs 
and two General Electric Bod¬ 
ing water reactor (BWR) units. 

Orders for eight more nuclear 
power stations again to be 
divided equally between PWR 
and BWR designs, are fore¬ 
shadowed within the next two 
months. In 1S77, it is expected 
that a further eight stations 
will be ordered. 

Because of local objections 
the sites for four nuclear sta¬ 
tions already ordered have yet 

to be finally selected. 

The 20 nuclear stations, to¬ 
gether with new hydro-electric 

and conventional thermal power 
plants, should enable Italy to 
meet by 1985 an electricity de¬ 
mand ax twice the present level.

Halve tanker output plea 


Power supply 
for Wales

Capacity of the world’s ship- 
bull ding industry must be 
halved to less than 30 milli on 
tons deadweight as a matter of 
urgency, according to a report 

E ublished by Norwegian soip- 
rokers Fearnley & Egers, of 
Oslo. 

As representatives of the 
world’s tanker industry begin 
the task of persuading govern¬ 
ments to cooperate in measures 
to reduce the huge tanker sur¬ 
plus, and the embryonic board 
of the new state corporation of 
British Shipbuilders prepares to 
grapple with the difficulties 
facing United Kingdom yards, 
the Norwegian brokers de¬ 
clare: “It should be obvious 
that the industry rnnst reduce 


its o utput to less than half the 
present level as soon as pos¬ 
able" 

In its annual review the com¬ 
pany said a realistic target 
should be a -reduction front 
die present 50 million dead¬ 
weight tons of tanker building 
capacity annually. to an aver¬ 
age of less than 15 mini on 
tons in the 1977-1985 period. 

It gives warning against a 
diversion of tanker builders 
into dry cargo ships pointing 
out that only 5-10 million tons 
of additional yearly output of 
dry cargo tonnage would be 
required over the period, and 
suggested chat a reduction in 
total capacity from between 
60-70 million deadweight tons 
to less than 30 million tons was 
necessary. - 


ICL launches £25,000 version of Model 2903 


Irish call for 


Market interest in small 
computers is being further 
stimulated today with the 
announcement by International 
Computers of a new version of 
the successful Model 2903. 
Starting price for the new, 
smaller version will be £25,000; 
it is aimed at both small organ¬ 
izations who are new to comput¬ 
ing and also larger organizations 
who are developing distributed 
computing networks. 

Known as the 2903 Model 20, 
the new machine is the first of 
a series of variations planned 
by ICL on the 2903 theme.

the company is announcing 
today, 12 orders worth £350,000 
have been obtained. Initial 
marketing is being aimed at 
Britain, continental Europe, and 
certain other overseas countries. 

The pattern of orders has 
changed since the introduction 
of the 2903 in April, 1973. 
Initially, about half the orders 
came from customers who were 
new to computing. 

Later, the proportion of 
orders from customers who had 
previously been using other 


manufa ctu rers * equipment rose 
to almost one third' of total 
business, with a further one 
third coming from ICL replace¬ 
ments. 

Three market trends were 
identified by ICL shortly after 
the launch of the 2903. Even 
smaller, lowcost machines were 
being offered to the first-time 
user; communications fa cilitie s 
were being demanded, even on 
the smallest systems; and users 
of large mainframe computers 
were moving towards dis¬ 
tributed processing. 

The Model 20 was conceived 
and developed to _ make the 
2903 more competitive in these 
market areas. Like the earlier 
model it can be connected to 
other ICL and IBM computers 
to provide remote batch and 
job-entry facilities; among its 
software repertoire is a new 
system developed by ICL’s 
DataskO subsidiary and known 
as Applications Manager. 

Among a number of 2903 
orders which ICL is announc¬ 
ing today, Bauer Publishing 


Group of Hamburg has placed 
the largest single order for this 
type, for 18 systems, worth over 
f 1m. The first United Kingdom 
order for a Model 20 is Western 
Motor Holdings, of Plymouth.

UCSL drive to expand 


The recently announced pur¬ 
chase of tile Information Sys¬ 
tems Division ofSinger (UK) 
by Unilever Computer Services 
(UCSL)' is the company’s “ first 
acquisition in a drive for expan¬ 
sion”, according to Mr Ken 
Durham, a director' of the 
parent Unilever company. 

Speaking at the open in g of 
a new UCSL computer centre 
at Burgess Hill, Sussex, last 
week Mr Durham said htat the 
service company had been grow¬ 
ing at 30 per cent a year. The 
new centre housed the com¬ 
pany’s third IBM 360/65 com¬ 
puter (the others are at Wat¬ 
ford, Hertfordshire) ; by 1977 
Burgess Hill would probably 
have a second computer, bring¬ 
ing the total value of computer 
equipment there to £3.5m and 
the number of people employed 
at tiie centre to almost 100. 


UCSL served 150 customers 
on a regular basis, Mr Durham 
said, two-thirds of whom were 
outside the Unilever group. 
Work for Unilever companies 
accounted for about half 
UCSL’s turnover. 

This Unilever work, Mr Dur¬ 
ham said, “ is done on an arm’s 
length basis in that Unilever 
operating companies are free 
to cboose whether they use 
UCSL or make other arrange¬ 
ments ' About half of them 
used UCSL, he added. 

Also announced at Burgess 
Hill was a £2m contract (over 
seven years) for UCSL to sup¬ 
ply computing services to Van 
den Serghs and Jurgens, a Uni¬ 
lever company which occupies 
the same building as the new 
centre. 


From Mr L. S. Evans 
Sir, The Plowdea Committee, 
set up to inquire into the struc¬ 
ture of the electricity supply 
industry in England and Wales, 
bee r eco mm ended that Wales 
should continue to be run, for 
electricity purposes, from nine 
centres, eight of them being 
outside Wales. 

The complication of having 
Manchester, Bristol, Liverpool, 
Guildford and Gloucester all 
concerned with electricity in 
Wales, in addition to Cardiff 
and three headquarters in Lon¬ 
don, is not mentioned.

It does not require a great 
deal of imagination to suggest 
a more efficient organization of 
electricity supply in Wales.

In.addition, there is growing 
impatience from consumer pro¬ 
tection organizations who tear 
that dual markings and sizes 
may lead to confusion. Educa¬ 
tionists who have been exclu¬ 
sively teaching metric measure¬ 
ments to children for several 


years are also concerned.

Only two exceptions are en¬ 
visaged. Road signs are one. 
At 1972 prices it is estimated 
that to change road sighs from 
miles to kilometres an hour 
would cost £2m. Unlike the 
changing of distance signs 
where phasing is practicable, 
the change of speed limit signs 
must be done as a once and for 
all overnight operation. 

According to a Department 
of Environment spokesman, not 
only, are there -no plans to com¬ 
plete a changeover by Decem¬ 
ber, 1979; there is no timetable 
even to start to metricate 
British road signs. 

The other exception, and the 
arguments for this appear to 
be more on grounds of senti¬ 
ment than cost, is the pint of 
draught beer.

White Paper on metrication it 
was stated that the Government 
have no wish, to discourage the 
sale-of draught beer fay the 
pint.

Even more difficult to make 
metric, and probably tbe last 
to change are goods like frfzit, 
vegetables and meat which; are 
usually wrapped, and weighed 
ft the shop before the cus¬ 
tomer’s eyes. Tfae law for many 
years has permitted the retailer 
to weigh either in' grammes and 
kilogrammes or ft ounces and 
pounds as be said the customer

Tn 1972, the Government ex¬ 
pected that normal economic 
pressures, the change in other 
foodstuffs and industrial usage 
would probably be enough to 
effect the cfaange even in areas 
such as these.
